He was elect 
od to congress over Disney by 13,931 
majority. Judge \V. 
a . Ledbetter of 
this place, whom Mr. Carter has re­ 
tained as counsel, states this question 
has been thrashed out and settled by 
tth houses of congress 
“The constitution provides,” said Mr. 
Ledbetter today, “that a senator must 
have been a citizen of the United 
States nine years and a member of 
the house a citizen seven years.

I romany circles throughout the coun­ 
try there is in progress a serious dis­ 
cussion as to the advisability of curb­ 
ing the immigration flood. 
This nat­ 
urally has led up to the question of the 
immigrant, his value or his menace, 
and his position in the social machine. 
The New York 
Herald 
has 
invited 
opinions on the subject, and presents 
the views of three men who may reason 
ably be 6aid to have studied the 
situation. We reproduce them below: 


By Sidney A. Reeve. 


Former Professor of Steam and Hydrau­ 
lic Engineering at Worcester Polytech­ 
nic Institute and Ixj-'tiirer at Harvard. 
Current conversation and the peri­ 
odical press are full of condemnation 
of our lax restriction of immigration. 
All the evils to which our country Is 
heir are explained by the “undesirable 
Jiorde 5 of aliens which is pressing into 
the land with ever increasing volume. 
The steady 
Increase 
in 
criminality 
which has now become unquestioned 
is attributed to this “overflow*’ of the 
undesirables from the older countries, 
and these countries are accused of col­ 
lusion with the steamship companies 
toward a promotion of the volume of 
migration. 
That portion of our citi­ 
zens which is interested in the labor 
'm arket is in chronic rebellion against 
this influx of cheap labor, destined to 
compete upon an un American 
basis 
with American labor. 
Those of us 
who are interested in purity of poli­ 
tics see in the inflowing torrent a cur­ 
rent 
supply 
of 
corrupt! hies 
upon 
whose votes political machines may 
he reared and supported. 
Upon every side arises this denun­ 
ciation of immigration. Nor is it a re­ 
cent phenomenon. Look up the litera­ 
ture of immigration, and you will find 
the decade of 1840-1850 supplying Its 
fair quota of “kicks,” In goodly propor­ 
tion to what our Increased population 
puts forth today. 
For OO years we, 
as a nation, regardless of whether our 
continent yet contained undeveloi>ed 
territory, as in 1847, or undeveloped 
possibilities, as in 1907, have been ob­ 
jecting strenuously to immigration. 
Meanwhile the 
immigration 
has 
been steadily increasing, except dur­ 
ing the period of the civil war, and at 
the end of the CO years we enjoy phe­ 
nomenal prosperity. 
There 
is 
an 
inconsistency 
here 
somewhere between the theories 
of 
the pessimists and the facts, und a big 
one, (oo. 
W hat are the facts? 


Question of Criminality. 


As to criminality, we can find none 
supporting the theory that in general 
Immigration is of 
a criminal 
so rt 
Here and there may be found minor 
facte and figures on that side, it is 
true. 
The southern Italians, without 
questljtair Are unusually illiterate and 
addicted to the settlement of W 
* 


| enct-3 by stiletto. 
We even identify 
I the Italians roughly with tile Black 
I Hand system cf blackmail. Tho south 
Italians are but a small fraction of all 
immigration; the class of crimea to 
which tliaj are prone is a minor one 
in our criminal n*cords; tho black­ 
mail extorted by the Black Hand Is 
but a drop in the bucket compared 
with the volume of extortion currently 
practiced by American business men, 
within and without the law, against 
American-born victims. 
Viewing the situation broadly, there 
is no decisive evidence pointing to 
tho criminality of the average immi­ 
grant. 
There is much pointing to his 
superiority over the average 
native 
American to industry, sobriety and the 
patient toleration of adverse 
condi­ 
tions without outbreak. 
Indeed, the 
most decided evidence on this point 
comes from Great Britain, which coun­ 
try complains that of all her immi­ 
grants the Americans are the most 
criminal, being three or four times as 
bad as tho average of the rest and 
ton times as bad as the Poles and 
Hungarians. 
We do not conclude from this too 
hastily that America is ultra crim­ 
inal. 
But we quote It to signify that 
he who seeks statistical support for 
anti immigration views, doing 
It 
in 
sincerity and breadth, is apt to moot 
with sour comfort. 


Standard of Immigrants. 


Our own conclusions are that the 
vast majority of immigrants are slight­ 
ly above our American standards in­ 
industry, sobriety and patient self-re-1 
straint, though they are undoubtedly 
below us in initiative. 
They 
come 
from countries where unceasing toil 
is the price of life, and where the get­ 
richquick microbe 
is 
virtually 
un­ 
known. 
In their fatherlands drunken­ 
ness is a minor 
crime, whereas 
in 
Great Britain and America it is a ma­ 
jor one. 
And as to patience under 
conditions inviting to revolt, America 
i3 proud of standing first among 
all 
the non-Latin peoples of tho temperate 
zones in her promptness to resent pub­ 
licly, by the passive rebellion of the 
strike, if not by actual violence, the 
presence of conditions unnecessarily 
hard. 
Our complaint against tho im­ 
migrants must be that they are too 
patient, and submissive for American 
.standards, rather than that they are 
too violent and resentful. 
As to illiteracy, it is truo that the 
Immigrants are below our 
standard. 
What or it? 
Education is a thing of 
itself, neither conducive to nor antag­ 
onistic to morality and happiness. It 
may be a powerful tool to both. 
But 
it is often used as an equally power­ 
ful tool against both. 
Oar educated 
classes are not always the happiest 
ones. 
Our worst aud biggest (nooks 
are the educated ones. 
Ut short, a rntax is of value to a 


country solely according to whether 
ie produces more, of material or of 
morality, than he consumes. He may 
♦reduce very little, yet lf his wants 
are less than that little Im is still a 
profitable investment for tho nation. 
Ile may, on the other hand, apparently 
produce millions: yet if ho consumes 
more than that, or if he undermines 
our standards of morality, or if he 
s found to produce actually much 
less than he apparently produces, he 
may be a great source of loss, in spite 
of his prominence and power. 
The i>eople understand this well. 
It Is their habitual application of this 
new' economic try aqua re to men in the 
public eye which is now making rnil- 
lionairlsm so uncomfortable. 


What la Immigration Worth? 


To which class, then, bclougs tile 
average immigrant? Is he a producer 
or a dissipator of net wealth and mor­ 
ality? If the former, what Is our im­ 
migrant worth. net. to tho nation? 
The law says that a dead male adult 
constitutes a loss of $5,000 to his fam­ 
ily. In this It strikes a rough average 
and draws no distinction of any sort 
between Individuals. 
So it is hard to 
get at it in that way. 


1,001,756, Immigrants last year mors 
than ten per cent. were over the ago 
limit and a great proportion brought 
their wives.

Tasmaman Aborigines Not Appreciat­ 
ed Until It Was Too Late. 


The visitor to Tasmania can have 
an experience that Is novel—he can 
call on the last of the native iaCt* of 
the land. 
She is Trncaninni. and she ; 
holds receptions in a glass case In the 1 
National museum. 
There is only the skeleton left, but 
Judging from that she was a w ellor­ 
ganised little body of about four feet. 
The Tasmanian aborigine w’as

clean sort of person, 
moving 
every 
day, so as not to have the dirt or 
ashes of yesterday in bis camp.

Public opinion Is ail wrong, or near­ 
ly so, upon many phases of the immi­ 
gration question. 
With more than a 
million Immigrants a year we cannot 
supply the urgent demands for labor. 
The army of workers adds enormously 
to the wealth and prosperity of the 
country. 
It is not the scum of Europe we ar** 
getting, but tho pick of the most ear­ 
nest aud hard-working of its popula­ 
tion. As to the morality of the immi­ 
grants of to day, it seems to me that 
it compares favorably with that of 
our native born population. 
All this is not a m atter of mere 
opinion or sentiment. 
It is borne out 
by tho actual statistics. 
Mr. Reeve's 
figures, it seems to me. in some re­ 
spects, understate the fad s.

Upon every side arises this denun- 


ciation of Immigration Nor Is It a re- 
cent phenomenon 
Look up the litera- 


ture ot Immigration, and you will flnd 
the decade of 1840-1850 supplying Its 
fair quota of "kicks," In goodly propor- 
tion to what our Increased population 
puts forth to-day 
For 60 years wo, 


as a nation, regardless of whether our 
continent yet contained undeveloped 
territory, as In 1847, or undeveloped 
possibilities, as In 1907, bave been ob- 
lecUng strenuously to immigration. 


Meanwhile tho immigration has 


been steadily Increasing, except dur- 
ing the period of the civil war, and at 
the end of the CO years we enjoy phe- 
nomenal prosperity. 


There Is an inconsistency

Italians are but a small fraction ot all 
Immigration; the class of crimes to 
which th«y ate prone is a minor one 
in our criminal records; the black- 
mall e.xtoited by the Black Hand is 
but a drop in the bucket compaicd 
with the volume of extortion currently 
practiced by American business men, 
within and without the law, against 
American-born victims 


Viewing tho situation broadly, there 


Is no decisive evidence pointing to 
the crlrnluallt} of the average Imml 
grant 
There is much pointing to his 


fliiperloiity over the average native 
American to industry, sobriety and the 
patient toleration of adverse comll 
tlous without outbreak 
Indeed, tho 


most decided evidence on this point 
comes from Great nrltaln. which coun- 
try complains that of all her Immi- 
grants the Americans are the most 
criminal, being three or four times as 
bad as tho aveiage of the rest and 
ten times as bad as tho Poles and 
Hungarians 


Wo do not conclude from this too 


hastily that America Is ultra crim- 
inal. But we quote it to signify that 
he who seeks statistical support for 
antl Immigration views, doing it 
in 


sincerity and breadth, Is apt to meet 
with sour comfort. 


Standard of Immigrants. 


Our own conclusions are that tbe 


vast majority of immigrants are slight- 
ly above our American standards ln< 
Industry, sobriety and patient self-re- 
straint, though they are undoubtedly 
below us in initiative. 
They 
come 


from countries where unceasing toil 
Is the price of life, and where the get- 
rlch-quick microbe is 
virtually un- 


known. In their fatherlands drunken- 
ness is a minor crime, whereas in 
Great Biltaln and America It is a ma- 
jor one 
And as to patience under 


conditions Inviting to revolt, America 
13 proud of standing first among 
all 


the non-Latin peoples of the temperate 
zones in her promptness ta resent pub- 
licly, by the passive rebellion of the 
strike, it not by actual violence, tbe 
presence of conditions unnecessarily 
hard. Our complaint against the Im- 
migrants must be that they are too 
patient and submissive for American 
stanclai ds, rather than that they are 
too violent and resentful. 


As to illiteracy, it is true that the 


immigrants are tfe-low our standard. 
What of it? Education is a thing ot 
itself, neither conducive to nor antag- 
onistic to morality and happiness. It 
may be a powerful tool to both. But 
It is often used as an equally power* 
ful tool against both. Our educated 
classes are not always the happiest 
ones. Our wont and biggest ontoki 
are the educated one*. 


In abort. « Man is «f rain* to a. 


country solely according to whether 
lie produces more, of material or of 
norality, than he consumes. He may 
produce very little, yet It his wants 
are less than that little Im Is stUl a 
profitable Investment for tho nation, 
tie may, on the other hand, apparently 
produce millions; yet If he consumes 
more than that, or It he undermines 
our standards ot morality, or it he 
la found to produce actually much 
leas than he apparently produces, he 
may be a great source of loss, in spite 
of his prominence and power. 


The people understand this well. 


It Is their habitual application ot this 
new economic trysquare to men In the 
public eye which is now making mil- 
llonalrlsm so uncomfortable. 


What Is Immigration WorthT 


To which class, then, belongs tho 


average immigrant? Is he a producer 
or a dlaslpator of net wealth and mor- 
ality? If the former, what is our Im- 
migrant worth, net, to tha nation? 


Tho law says that a dead male adult 


constitutes a loss of $5,000 to his fam- 
ily. In this it strikes a rough average 
and draws no distinction of any" sort 
between Individuals. So It Is hard to 
get at it In that way. 


The average adult male immigrant 


(and half of our Immigrants are of 
this sort) earns at least $300 per an- 
num soon after his arrival. Rather, 
that is what he is paid. My estimates 
Itave led me to state, elsewhere, that 
hia actual productivity Is from thiee 
to four times that amount, the balance 
going to pay the cost of doing "busi- 
ness" with what he produces and con- 
sumes 
But the benefit of this doubt 


will be left, for the present, to tbe op- 
position. 


The right will be reserved, however, 


to class all immlgiants under this fig- 
ure, for the majority of thorn have 
t>een beie long enough to expand their 
Income beyond $300

As to tbe moiallty of the imml- 
rants of to-day, It seems to me that 
t compares favorably with that of 
ur native born population. 
All this is not a matter of mere 
pinion or sentiment 
It is borne out 


y the actual statistics 
Mr. Reeve's 


gures, It seems to me, in some re- 
pects, understate the facia. He men- 
ons $300 a year as the earning power 
f these Immigrants. As n matter of 
,ct, these men will earn more, on 
ie average, than a dollar a day. I 
hlnk tlie figure may safely bo in- 
reased by at lea*t 60 per cent. With- 
n a few days Mr. Charles Lorhn, the 
lew York state commissioner of la- 
or, came to me In search of men I 
ould not supply.

Decidedly I favor an Intelligent re- 


striction of immigration on both our 
eastein and western seaboards With- 
out being an alaimist, I venture to say 
that the problem grows more difficult 
each year and must ultimately de- 
mand a solution. America has accom- 
plished wonders In assimilating great 
hordes of Immigrants from many dif- 
ferent countries, but It Is a very seri- 
ous question bow long at the present 
rate of increase she can continue to 
do so Now It seems to me that when 
foreigners come to us in such num- 
bers that they form separate and dis- 
tinct communities, preserving their 
language and traditions Intact, they 
constitute a menace. When such 
a 


colony Is formed It Is difficult to break 
up. Assimilation goes on very slowly. 


As a rule, the immigrant of recent 


years differs from us widely In his 
ideas of morality, his attitude toward 
the law and In his general point of 
view. 
When wo read of the violent 


crimes committed, the names are usu 
ally foreign. The Black Hand out- 
rages, for Instance, have doubtless 
been greatly exaggerated, but such ai 
they are they are a foreign Importa- 
tion, and of very recent years. 


It is undeniable, of course, that the 


coming of these millions of laborers 
SMS contributed much to tbe wealth 
and prosperity of tho country. 
But 


should this army of workers be In- 
creased indefinitely? We have a pop- 
ulation to-day In excess of 80,000,000 
very active and alert people. It would 
seem that the natural resources of 
the country could be developed and 
the great business of the land carried 
forward very well with our present 
population and its natural increase. 
And I am not among those who havo 
any (ear of race suicide. 
The in- 


crease In the 'number ot Immigrants 
from year to year is astonishing. Can 
we continue to receive this army In- 
definitely without some day reducing 
our scale of income to that of BurnneT 
Does it seem probable that the Slavs, 
the Russian Hebrews, tho Sicilians 
and ethers who are coming to ua ta 
such numbers to-day will In a 
few 


years have risen aa have the Irish, 
and hare become aa good Americans? 
And It those foreigners w'th tradiUoas

ity -there Is In progress » serious dis- 
cussion as to the advisability of curb- 
ing the Immigration flood. This nat- 
urally has led up to the question of the 
immigrant, his value or his menace, 
and his position in the social machine. 
The New York Herald has 
Invited 


opinions on the subject, and presents 
the views of three men who may reason 
ably be said to have studied the 
situation. We reproduce them below: 


By Sidney A. Reeve. 


Former Professor of Steam and Hydrau- 


lic Engineering at Worcester Polytech- 
nic Institute and lecturer at Harvard. 
Current conversation and the peri- 


odical press are full of condemnation 
of our lax restriction of immigration. 
All the evils to which our country is 
heir arc explained by tho "undesirable 
£orde" of aliens which 13 pressing Into 
1he land with ever Increasing volume. 
The steady 
inprease in 
criminality 


•which has now become unquestioned 
Is attributed to this "overflow" of tho 
undesirables from the older countries. 
and these countries are accused of col- 
lusion with tho steamship companies 
toward a promotion of the volume of 
migration. 
That portion of our cltl- 


*egs which is Interested In the labor 
• market Is In chronic rebellion against 
this influx of cheap labor, destined to 
compete upon an un-American basts 
with American labor. 
Those of us 


who aro Interested In purity ot poll- 
tics see In the Inflowing torrent a cur- 
rent 
supply 
of 
corruptible;* 
upon 


whose votes political machines may 
be reared and supported. 


Upon every side arises this denun- 


ciation of Immigration. Nor Is It a re- 
cent phenomenon. Look up the litera- 
ture ot Immigration, and you will find 
the decade of 1840-1850 supplying Its 
fair quota of "kicks," in goodly propor- 
tion to what our Increased population 
puts forth to-day. For 60 years wo, 
as a nation, regardless ot whether pur 
continent yet contained undeveloped 
territory, as In 1847, or undevelopes 
possibilities, as In 1907, have been ob- 
leotlng strenuously to Immigration. 


Meanwhile tho immigration 
has 


been steadily Increasing, except dur- 
ing the period of the civil war, and at 
the end of the CO years we enjoy phe- 
nomenal prosperity. 


There Is an inconsistency 
here 


somewhere between the theories of 
tbe peB3lml»ta and the facts, and a big 
one. too. 


What are the facts? 


Question of Criminality. 


As to criminality, we can find none 


supporting tbe theory that In general 
Immigration 1» of 
a crlmimU 
sort. 


Hera and there may be found minor 
taote and figures on tbat aide, it Is 
trua. Tli» southern Italians, without

ences by stiletto. We even identify 
the Italians roughly with the Black 
Hand system of blackmail. The south 
Italians are but a small fraction ot all 
Immigration; the class of Crimea to 
which thay are prone is a minor one 
In our criminal records; the black- 
mall extorted by the Black Hand Is 
but a drop in the bucket compared 
with the volume of extortion currently 
practiced by American business men, 
within and without the law. against 
American-born victims. 


Viewing tho situation broadly, there 


Is no decisive evidence pointing to 
the criminality ot the average immi- 
grant. There is much pointing to hla 
superiority over the average native 
American to Industry, sobriety and the 
patient toleration of adverse condi- 
tions without outbreak. Indeed, tho 
most decided evidence on this point 
comes from Great Rrltaln. which coun- 
try complains that of all her immi- 
grants tbe Americans are the most 
criminal, being three or four times as 
bad as the average of the rest and 
ten times as bad as tho Poles and 
Hungarians. 


Wo do not conclude from this too 


hastily that America Is ultra crim- 
inal. But we quote It to signify that 
he who seeks statistical support for 
antl-lmmlgratlon views, doing It 
in 


sincerity and breadth, is apt to meet 
with sour comfort. 


Standard of Immigrants. 


Our own conclusions are that the 


vast majority ot Immigrants are slight- 
ly abovo our American standards in<| 
Industry, sobriety and patient self-re- '- 
stralnt, though they are undoubtedly 
below us in initiative. 
They 
come 


from countries where unceasing toll 
Is the price of life, and where the get- 
rlch-qulck microbe is 
virtually un- 


known. In their fatherlands drunken* 
ness is a minor crime, whereas 
in 


Qreat Britain and America it is a ma- 
jor one. 
And as to patience under 


conditions Inviting to revolt, America 
13 proud of standing first a'mong 
all 


tho non-Latin peoples of the temperate 
zones in her promptness to resent pub- 
licly, by the passive rebellion of the 
strike, if not by actual violence, the 
presence of conditions unnecessarily 
hard. Our complaint against the im- 
migrants must be that they aro too 
patient and submissive for American 
standards, rather than that they are 
too violent and resentful. 


As to illiteracy, It is true that the 


Immigrants are Below our 
standard. 


What of it? Education is a thing of 
itself, neither conducive to nor antag- 
onistic to morality and happiness. It 
may be a powerful tool to both. But 
it la often used as an equally power- 
ful tool against both. Oar educated 
classes are not always the happiest 
ones. Our worst and' biggest amain 
•re the educated ones. 
In short, * B*M is «f raltn to V 


country solely according to whether 
tie produces more, ot material or ot 


• morality, than he consumes. He may 
traduce very little, yet It his wants 
are less than that little Im Is still 
profitable Investment for tho nation, 
tie may, on the other hand, apparently 
produce millions; yet If he consumes 
more than that, or if he undermines 
our standards of morality, or if .he 
la found to produce actually much 
leas than he apparently produces, he 
may be a great source of IOBB, in spite 
of his prominence and power. 


The people understand this well, 


It Is their habitual application ot this 
new economic trysouare to men in the 
public eye which la now making mil- 
llonalrlsm BO uncomfortable. 


What la Immigration WorthT 


To which class, then, belongs tec 


average immigrant? la he a producer 
or a dlaslpator of net wealth and mor- 
ality? If the former, what is our im- 
migrant worth, net, to tho nation? 


Tho law says that a dead male adult 


constitutes a loas of $5,000 to his fam- 
ily. 
In this it strikes a rough average 


and draws no. distinction of any" sort 
between Individuals. 80 It Is hard to 
get at it in that way. 


The average, adult male immigrant 


(and 
half of our Immigrants are of 


this sort) earns at least $300 per an- 
num soon after his arrival. Rather, 
that Is what he is paid. My estimates 
Itave led me to state, elsewhere, tbat 
hia actual productivity la from three 
to four times that amount, the balance 
going to pay the cost of doing "busi- 
ness" with what he produces and con- 
sumes. But the benefit ot this doubt 
will be left, for the present, to the op- 
position. 


The right will bo reserved, however, 


to class all Immigrants under this fig- 
ure, 
for the majority of them have 


been here long enough to expand their 
Income beyond $300. That Is to say, 
most of those who were classed as 
children at the time of entry are now 
adults. 
Of the womou some are off- 


set In their uuproductivlty by the men 
who earn more than $300; the rest 
aro producing more than tbat value In 
the form of children. 


$5,000,000,000 Per.Annum. 


During tho last 20 years some *«,- 


000.000 or 17.000.000 Immigrants have 
arrived. The exact flfiurc does not 
matter, for all w« wish Is au estimate 
of the number now allvo and working, 
and many who came before 1SS7 are 
that. 
If these people are producing 


an average of $300 worth of goods 
and children apiece their current pro- 
ductivity is now $5,000,000,000 per an- 
num, 
i 


This Is 200 times ns much as our 


new 
automobiles cost us last ^ear. 


This enormous fund of current Income 


should have lost had we rigidly 


excluded Immigration In 18S7. 


How much ca-pltal do these Immi- 


grants embody, not in their pockets 
or bank accounts, but in their strength 
of body and character? 


Assume that out of the 17,000,000 


aliens arrived since 1887 10,000,000 
are now adult males. 
For each of 


Ihese that you kill bis family can col- 
lect from you, by law, $5,000. 
He 


must be worth at least half that. That 
is to say, we have got from Europe 
during the last two decades, for noth- 
ing, a working machine which capital- 
izes at from 26,000,000,000 to 50,000,- 
000,000. 


This figure agrees fairly well with 


our estimate of'the animal productlv- 
ty of this great human machine. Hut 
:he exactness of the figures does not 
matter. It Is plain that, however they 
may be modified In detail, they will 
stilt remain enormous. 
Our crops 


lave certainly been enormous of re- 
cent years, but It has already become 
plain that they cannot stand aloue as 
an explanation of our 
remarkable 


Tosperity. 
We not only grow hun- 


dreds of millions of dollars' worth of 
corn, wheat, and cotton at tho cost of 
much labor'each year, but we also Im- 
)tbe from another continent, without 
a cent of cost to ourselves, upward of 
a billion dollars' worth of human live 
itock per annum. 


We* do not hesitate to assign a Rolld 


value to every other form ot live stock 
which the load needs for Its working. 
.Vhy should not our immigrants -ue 
figured as a similar asset?

Commtesloncr of Immigration. 


Public opinion Is all wrong, or near- 


y so, upon many phases of tho imml 
gratton question. With more thau s 
million Immigrants a year we cannot 
upply the urgent demands for labor. 
?he army of workers adds enormously 
a the wealth and prosperity of tho 
.ountry- 


It IB not the scum of Europe we are 


getting, but the pick of the most ear- 
nest and hard-working of its popula- 
ion. As to the morality of the immi- 
grants of to-day, It seems to me that 
t compares favorably with that of 
mr native born population. 


All this is not a matter 
of mere 


iplnjon or sentiment. 
It is borne out 


by the actual statistics. Mr. Reeve's 
figures, it seems to me, in some re- 
pects, understate the facia. He men- 
ions $300 a year as the earning power 
>f these Immigrants. As a matter of 
act, these men will earn more, on 
he average, than a dollar a day. I 
hlnk tlie figure may safely bo in- 
creased by at lea*t 60 per cent. With- 
n a few days Mr. CbarW Lorhn, the 
4ew York state commifieloner of la- 
tor, came to me In search of men I 
:ould not supply. He estimated that 
New York state alone noeded 100,000 
men, to whom ha wonld pay $26 a 
month and board on the f trans alone, 
low, that does sot look 
much like 


o.vsrcrowdlng or tie Impossibility ot 
laslmllatlns; we hear 10 rauUfc about.

1,001,766, ImmlgTMta UUHV year more 
than ten per ceat. vtyro over the age 
limit and a great proportion brought 
their wives. About* CO per cent, may 
be classed as workers. Bnt In another 
sense they were all workers. There 
were no idlers, scarcely one 
who 


would shirk his duty. And og to their 
morality, the average is certainly 
good. These immigrants are placed 
upon a probation 
for three years. 


Should they get Into trouble in this 
time they are liable to be deported. 
Last year there were tor all causes 
less than 1,300 departed. I question 
If our Dative born insulation can show 
a better record.

Ttie modern Immigrant of to-day, It 


seems to mo, to greatly misunderstood. 
We have a great deal ot talk about 
the menace of the Immigrant from the 
south of Europe. A few decades ago 
most of the immigrants came from 
Ireland, while Germany ranked s&obnd 
and Great Britain third. 
Italy and 


Russia sent comparative!'' few. To- 
day tbe situation is pro- ilcally re- 
versed. Last year we reco ved 267,000 
from Italy, 192,000 from Russia and 
but 24,000 from Ireland and 
30,000 


from Germany.

Judging from that she was a well-or- 
ganized little body of about four feet. 


The Tasmanlan aborigine was " a 


clean sort of person, moving every 
day, so as not to have the dirt or 
nshea of yesterday in his camp.

shaven heads for women. Both wore 
at times a necklace and also on occa- 
sions tied a strip of, fur around the 
calves of their legs.

shores. It Is unfair to say that the 
north of Europe Is no longer repre- 
sented. Hut are the immigrants from 
the southern countries dangerous or 
undesirable? Tlie statistics of crime 
do not prove it. The Italian IB a hard 
worker. We should 
remeinbe-r 
that 


the Latin people were highly civilized r. 
when Uie north of Europe was peo- 
pled 
with savages. 
The southern' 


countries may not havo progressed of 
late, but the Impulse is still there, and 
with unlimited opportunities of Amer- 
ica before them who can tell what 
they may not accomplish in the fu- 
ture? 


As to Pauper Labor. 


A great deal of the misunderstand- 


ing IB due to the use of that term pau 
per labor. 
I have 
estimated 
tnat 


every immigrant in coming to Amer- 
ica spends on an average from $80 to 
$100 for transportation. This Includes 
Ills- fare from his home to the point of 
departure, the crossing ot the Atlantic 
and tbe railroad fare to his destina- 
tion. In other words, they spend up- 
ward of $100,000.000 a year In search 
of work. Let us suppose, for sake of 
argument, that Russia suddenly held 
out si'ear. opportunities 
for money 


making so that Americans by the mil- 
Ion were.attracted there. It seems to 
me tbat 1.000,000 native born citizens 
might have some difficulty In raising 
$100,000,000 for transportation. And 
In addition this army ot Ineomera -car- 
ries! with them moro than $20,000,000 
In cash. 
| 


There is, of course, urgent need of 


the restriction of 
Immigration, 
but 


such restriction is already in force. 
Tbe laws governing the situation are 
very rigid ; they have been devised by 
Intelligent men. familiar with the sit- 
uation, working 
in 
sympathy 
with 


these people as well us In the best In- 
terests of the country. And the laws 
are being enforced. 
As tho need for 


further restriction occurs it will re- 
ceive due attention. 
Meanwhile the 


demand for laborers throughout the 
country Is very urgent.

lions of dollars 
to the

Chairman Conciliatory Committee ot the

Decidedly 1 favor an Intelligent re- 


striction of immigration on both our 
eastern and western seaboards. With- 
out being an alarmist, I venture to say 
that the problem grows more difficult 
each year and must ultimately de- 
mand a solution. America has accom- 
plished wonders In assimilating great 
hordes of Immigrants from many dif- 
ferent countries, but It Is a very seri- 
ous question how long at the present 
rate of increase she can continue to 
do so. Now It seems to me that when 
foreigners come to us in such num- 
bers that they form separate and dis- 
tinct communities, preserving their 
language and traditions Intact, they 
constitute a menace. 
When such 
a 


colony is formed It IB difficult to break 
up. Assimilation goes on very slowly. 


As a rule, the immigrant of recent 


years differs from us widely In his 
Ideas of morality, his attitude toward 
tbe law and In his general point of 
view. 
When wo read of the violent 


crimes committed, the names are usu- 
ally foreign. The Black Hand out- 
rages, for Instance, have 
doubtless 


been greatly exaggerated, but such as 
they are they are a foreign Importa- 
tion, and of very recent years. 


It Is undeniable, of course, that the 


coming of these millions of laborers 
IMS contributed much to the wealth 
and prosperity of the country. 
But 


should this army of workers be In- 
creased indefinitely? We have, a pop- 
ulation to-day In excess of 80,OfK>,000 
very active and alert people. It would 
seem that tlie natural resources ot 
the country could bo developed 
and 


the great business ot the land carried 
forward very" well with our present 
population and its natural inarease. 
And I am not among those who have 
any fear of race suicide.. 
The in- 


crease In the 'number of Immigrants 
from year to year Is astonishing. Can 
we continue to receive thla army In- 
definitely without some day reducing 
oar scale of income to that of Hurone? 
Does it seem probable that the Slavs, 
the Russian Hebrews, the Sicilians 
and ethers who are coming to us la 
such numbers to-day will In a few 
years have risen as hare the Irish, 
and haro become aa good Americans? 
And If these foreigners w'th traditions 
an* manners vorj; dlffemat from ear
